TRAINS WRECKED BV locusts. 

London, July 0.— A ftttal tailroud aeet- 

roiul aeeiilent lias just been caused by 
locusts on the lino of tlio CerRral railroad 
about twenty miles from Farueus, in Spain. 
It appears that an engine and WLi had been 
tlesptltehed to pick up tlie men employeil on 
the construction of the road unit bring them 
to Faraeaa to receive their pay. When 
going down a steep grade the train dashed 
through a swarm of locusts on the rails. 
These pests, as tliey were crushed by the 
wheels <if the locomotive ami ear, formed 
an oily substance which made the track so 
slippery that the brakes could no longer 
hold the train to the metals. The engine 
dashing down at a terrific speed, bounded 
from the line at a curve, and ran 
into the side of a mountain, The driver 
and fireman jumped olf, and in doing ho 
sustained very Bovere injuries. Another 
engine was telegraphed for from Fur a cas, 
and the foreman and a gang of men accom- 
panied her with appliances to put the run- 
away engine on the rails. At the same 
steep grade, however, engine No, 2 also 
came into collision with th? locusts, this 
time with fatal results. The engineer lost 
all control of his engine. As it dashed down 
the incline through tho tunnel it left the 
rails tit the same curve at which the first lo- 
comotive came to grief and telescoped them. 
So terrible was the collision that the engine 
and cars were broken to pieces. Three men 
were instantly killed and fifteen inoro or 
less seriously injured. One poor fellow, in 
an attempt to jump olf the engine as it was 
going through the tunnel, had his brains 
knocked out, Those who were killed were 
buried on the spot. 

A BLUNDER TO BE INVESJlQATBD. 

The war ollice has ordered an inquiry 
made into the blunders committed during 
the summer manoeuvres at Aldershot last 
Friday. It seems that a disgraceful col- 
lision t ook place bet w een the Lancers and 
Hussars on the Fox hills. A troop of the 
Eleventh Hussars tried to cover a battery 
of artillery which was being charged by a 
regiment of Lancers, when the latter 
crashed into the Hussars. Fo -ty men and 
several horses were Hung together in a 
struggling heap to the ground and many 
severely wounded. General Wood publicly 
censured the commander of the Hussars for 
pit tin:; a mere- hnudful of -*'ieii agiduat u 
whole regiment of Lancers at full gallop. 
THE MURDER OP AN ACTRESS. 

Developments at Warsaw, in the case of 
YVignofaka, For the murder <>f a Polish 
actress, show that at the time she was hilled 
she was eneiontc. The real name of her 
murderer is said to bo Prince Rurtenew. 
The manager of the Imperial theatre is 
threatened with dismissal by the govern- 
ment for refusing to make a speech at the 
grave of tlie actress. 

MOVEMENTS OF ROYALTY. 

The Prince of Wales will go to Hamburg 
for a short time about the end id August. 
At the beginning of September the Princess 

ot Wales nud Iter daughters will go to Den- 
mark to join a family party at Frcdensburg 
castle, which will include the Emperor and 
Empress of Russia. The Prince of Wales 
and Duke Clarence will also pay a brief 
visit to Fredcttsburg, 

THE KING OF GREECE TO ABDICATE. 
A telegram from Athens says that tho 
King of Greece hus decided to abdicate in 
favor of the Duke of Sparta in November. 
A simitar report has been in circulation 
several times before, but this one is 
said to bo based on authority which cannot 
he disputed. It was said at the time of the 
marriage of the Duke of Sparta to Princess 
Sophia of Prussia, sister of the Kaiser, that 
the early retirement of tho King of Greece 
in favor of his son was one of the conditions, 
indeed the chief condition, of the emperor's 
consent to the alliance; although the crown 
prince is of Ruis- Danish extraction, he is by 
birth a Greek, having been born in Athens 
in 1808. 

TROUBLE OVER A ROYAL KORTUNE, 
Berlin court circles are greatly disturbed in 
consequence of the action of tho dowager 
press Frederick in investigating tho 
fortunes she inherited from the Duchess of 
(iidlicra in England. This money seems to 
reate an ill-feeling, in 1888, when the 
will of the Duchess was read, the Cointo de 
Paris was furious over its provisions, which 
gave the bulk of an immense fortune to the 
German ex-empress, as he had confidently 
expected to lie the principal heir, while his 
jon-in-law, Duko of Bruganzi, now King of 
Portugal, entertained similar expectations. 

TEMPORAL POWER OK THE POPE, 
The Cutholba of Sunt:, Gormtiny and 
Austria are jointly preparing a. petition, 
which will shortly be presented to Emperor 
Francis Joseph, praying the Austrian 
Kaiser to .'1111111111111 a European congress of 
Catholics to assemble at Vicuna to discuss 
lie question of the restoration of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope. 

MEASLES RAMPANT IN PARIS.

President Van Home's trip up the Koote- 
nay country has resulted, as he anticipated, 
in a perfect confirmation of his hopes lor tlie 
future of that promising district. Mr. F. S. 
Hatnard, M. 1'., who accompanied him, has 
returned and reports rery favorable Im- 
pressions. The party went through from 
hero to Revelstoke, where they embarked 
on the new steamer Lytton and travelled up 
the Columbia to Sprout's Landing. This 
was the Lytlon's trial trip and she gave un- 
qualified satisfact ion not only to her owners, 
but to the party on board. From Sprout's 
Landing horses were brought into requisi- 
tion as tar as Nelson, where the line, crossing 
the Kootenuy at the place originally in- 
tended, will terminate. The mines are all 
spoken of us being very promising, the only 
want being railway communication to de- 
velop them. .Mr. Van Home spoke very 
favorably of the whole country and thought 
that British Columbia was the most promis- 
ing port ion of the Dominion. He thought 
that Victoria anil Vancouver would develop 
with the interior and would gro.v side by 
side. Indeed, be looked forward to the 
next live years as promising a wonderful 
progress in both cities. 



ANOTHER RAILROAD DEAL. 

Thk Northern Pacific Bays the Road to 
Gray's Harbor. 

It is safe to say that the Northern Pacific, 
acting by one of its subsidiary corporations, 
the Taeoma, Olympia & Gray's Harbor 
Railroad Company, has, by purchase, ac- 
quired control of the Pugot Sound ,t Gray's 
Harbor railroad, running from Kamilche to 
Montesano. 

The road was owned by the Fort Blake- 
ley Mill company. On July James Me- 
Nuught, general counsel, and J. W. Ken- 
driek, chief engineer of the Northern Pa- 
cific, visited Port Hlakely, evidently on 
business connected with the road, but on 
t heir ret urn declined to give any informa- 
tion, Immediately following their return 
to Seattle, Manager McNeill, of the Oregon 
Improvement Company, und Captain J II. 
Libby, of Tacoma, visited I'ort Hlakely, 
but 011 their return were as mum as 
oysters. Day before yesterday Man- 
ager McNeill was accompanied to 
Foil Ulukely, by President. Elijah 
Smith, with the avowed determination of 
purchasing the road, and again yesterday 
Manager McNeill and John L. Howard, 
general manager of the Oregon Improve- 
ment company, visited Port Hlakoley with 
the same design. All of tho parties con- 
nected with the transaction refuse to give 
any information; but from appearances it. is 
safe to Buy that tho Northern Pacific has 
purchased the road. It is evidently the de- 
sign of the Northern Pacific to build from 
Olympia to Kamilche, and thus have two 
lines loGray'a harbor, one from Centralia 
and ai, other from Olympia.— Post Intelli- 
gencer.

Difficult Traveling by Land and Water 
—Plenty of Bears— The St. 
Elius Alps.

LETTER VI. 

Chilcat Counthy, Camp 9, Wednesday, 
May 21st, 1890. 

According to measurements which I 
have roughly made, wo are now in the 
▼icinity (within half a mile) of thn fron- 
tier, according to tho convention of 1825 
with Russia, and subsequently with the 
Union. 1 have therefore hewn a large 
board and securely attached it bo a tree, 
»nd having tho letters B.C. and U.S. cut 
upon it to denote that hereabouts is the 
frontier botweon the Province of British 
Columbia and the Territory of Alaska. 
One of.sily perceives how necessary it is 
to have Indians in a oountry like this, 
where long distai ccs have to be traversed 
over the roughest description < f trail, 
but generally without any trail at all. 
Frequently, as parties of (Jhi)cats e ter 
the Altsoltk valley by this route, they 
have loft but little track behind them 
with their bare feet, only occasionally a 
strcko of tho axe upon some offending 
limb, but generally they are content to 
find a way through the thicket without 
leaving it Any easier for the nest corner. 
A party of .Indians can take provisions 
with tlioin in addition to trading material 
or furs calculated to last them a far 
greater length of time than a party of 
white inen, without anything but what 
they consider personal necessaries. 

A NOVEL TOW BOFJS. 

On the thirteenth of May we struggled 
all day against the stream, first towin 
with one rope and keeping the canoe 
away from the bank with a pole; then 1 
tried a plan new to us all, which 1 had 
only heard of by repute, by attaching one 
long tow rope to an auger hole through 
the stern, another through one in the bow. 
A pull on tho stern rope would send the 
canoe out into tho midstream, while a 
Blacking of it brought her in again, and in 
this way it was unnecessary for anyone n 
be in the canoe, and she consequently 
drew so little water that we were able to 
avoid runnii g aground so much, nor was 
it necessary to wade so frequently in 
order to push • nil shove her past some 
obstruction. Some remarkably large 
cotton woods were observed at this por- 
tion of the Klaheena, the largest 
I measured with a tape girthing 
thirteen feet. Tho shallower por- 
tions of tlio river were full of 
young salmon about an inch in length; 
terns and gulls were preying upon them 
as they spurted amongst the rotting car- 
cases uf their papas, but so many of these 
latter had been eaten by wild animals 
that the stench was not so unbearable as 
it is earlier in the winter or spring One 
of the men shot an eagle, but 
it fell dead in tho timber and 
could not bo found. The locality 
wo chose for tho eighth camp had been 
used previously, but long since by the In- 
dians for that purpose. In front through 
the opening in which the tents were 
pitched could be seen the swift grry- 
green river, beyond it a narrow s rip of 
light green youini cottonwoods, then the 
steep dark green, spruce-clad slopes, and 
above diem the domes and peaks of snow- 
mountains, dyod orango by the declining 
sun. 

an EAnui'N :.•!::;;•. 
Across the river a l uge eagle's nest 
was discovered near lii; 1 top i f a lofty Cot- 
tonwood, and there was visible the white 
head of one of the parent birds sitting on 
the eggs, without paying any regard to 
ua, although some of tho smoke of our 
lire h id drifted across i;i a most peculiar 
fashion and had formed a . white cloud 
below the tree as though there were a 
separa o lire there. On Lho fourteenth I 
cached soinu food beloro starting. One 
of the men, through a moment's inatten- 
tion, got pulled into tho current by the 
tow-ropes, undergoing total immersion, 
but this was not a gteat inconvenience, as 
the thermometer in the sun marked 
ninety-live At noon wo had reached a 
large mountain torrent on tho left bank, 
whore a small party of Indians were 
camped, engaged in trapping and snaring 
bears. Two women were seated by the 
river, with blackened faces; in the thick- 
et, hard by, 1 found a Cottonwood canoe 
in process of manufacture, shaped, but 
not yet hollowed out, while spruce 
boughs were piled upon it to prevent tho 
sun's rays from hardening the wood. An- 
other woman seemed much alarmed at my 
sudden appearance and walked away, at 
first slowly and with dignity, then broke 
into a run and screamed with suppressed 
fear. By this time the canoe had arrived 
and 1 decided to camp here. Presently 
an old man came in from hunting, ac- 
companied by a small boy with a large 
spring bear trap, and made the most 
complicated si^ns about something which 
I failed to elucidate, as he tpoke nothing 
hut husky Chilcat. On following him, I 
discovered their camp, consisting of three 
tents and some shekels of boughs and 
logs, the inhabitants consisting of two 
men, three women, two boys and tw 
children. They commenced a meal of 
dry salmon, which 1 tasted, but. felt mi- 
certain as to whether it was smoked and 
salted or might, consist of choice pickings 
from the dog salmon of last season which 
strewed the banks. To ascertain tho 
velocity of the current, I measured one 
hundred yards with tho tape, and by 
noting tho number of seconds a log took 
to float pas' found it to bo nine and a 
half miles per hour. Tho Indians indi- 
cated by signs that it was impossible to 
take tho canoe any higher up the river, 
it therefore 

BECAME NECESSARY TO PACK. 

1 found that tho Indian dogs are made to 
carry packs. Tho old man showed mo a 
pair of dog saddle-bags of m untaiu goat 
skin, each bag being eighteen inches 
square when empty, and signified that 
thoy wore worn by a powerful animal 
which was kept tied to a tree — a slick 
Borving as a chain. In the evening, with 
an Indian boy, I crossed tho torrent by 
moans of a bridge of foiled saplings, and 



found a slender trail leading upwards, 
which, taken together with the increased 
rapidity of iho curront, pointed to the 
fact that this might bo considered as the 
head of canoe navigation upon tho Kla- 
heena or Wollesley rivor. At nightfall 
was seen tho lirst cloud that has ap- 
peared in tho sky for ten daj s, moving 
rapidly from oast to west, and con- 
sequently forboding rainy weather, which ( 
sure enough, came on during tho nip at 
The noxt day, the weather still coi\ t i Ilu . 
ing wet and cloudy, a shelter wr.s con- 
structed, tho foundation being of logs 
and the upper portion of spru oe boughs 
laid horizontally and supported by cross- 
pieces. While I was seated, writing un- 
der this rough but effective cover at four 
in the afternoon, there, came a slight 
shock of earthquake, and tho structure 
descended gracefully and harmlessly 
upon me, completely shutting mo in, 
while from underneath tho ruins I ob- 
served a little Indian boy, who had been 
hanging about tho camp in-order to pick 
up any little unconsidered trifles we 
might have thrown away, such as scraps 
of paper, empty cartridges and cans, 
furtively under cover of the calling away 
t f one's attention produced by this pre- 
dicament, iill his mouth with tho con- 
tents of one of our cooking pots before 
assisting me to release myself. This day 
we also commenced to hew a secoi d 
canoe, to bo used in returning. For this 
pin pose a cottonwood was selected and 
foiled, girthing nine foot, and while 
someone was constantly at work upon it 
with an axe, shaping or hollowing it out, 
one of the party was hunting for grouse 
or whatever else he could find in the 
shape of meat, to spare the supplies as 
much as possible, which, 1 calculated, 
were sufficient to last about four weeks. 

TIIK ST. Bl.IAS ALPS. 

Though low moist uro-laden clouds were 
driving rapidly overhead, yet the amount 
of rain that fell was veiy slight, thus 
confirming what the character of the 
vegetation already partly ind cated, that 
we had reiched the climatically dry zone 
that lies behind, and sheltered by, the 
c inst ranges. Wo were already under 
the lea of tho St. Elias Alps, and it was 
doubtless raining heavily upon the coast. 
Fresh snow, however, had fallen upon 
tho mountains at altitudes over throe 
thousand feet, but the coolness had 
caused a daily fall in the level of the 
river of four inches. In tho evening one 
of the party returned with a brace of 
blue grouse or willow grouse, and re- 
ported having seen a cinnamon bear with 
a cub high up the mountain, where the 
slope was bare of brush. She seemed 
the reverse of frightened, and had even 
followed liini a short distance, but having 
used up all his cartridges but one, tiring 
at grouse, he had thought it advisable to 
let. the animal alone for the present. I 
allowed others of the party the folio wii g 
day the chai ce of killing the boars, hav- 
ing overstrained a wrist by too liberal 
uso of the axe; the bearess, if the word 
might be coined, and her cub were found 
in identically the same place as on the 
previous afternoon. H, tired at her at a 
distance of over one hundr. d yards and 
wounded her, whereupon she crept into a 
small bush. When she emerged M. tired 
somewhat hastily, and caused both 
mother and cub to make off as 
fast as possible downhill into the 
timber without giving another chance, 
and though traced for some considerable 
distance by drops of blood, neither of 
them could again be sighted. This inoun- 
taiti I named Mount Shanz. On the 
twentieth, one of the Indians killed a 
largo dark-colored wolf. Accompanied 
by II., 1 ascended Mt. Clave again from 
this side to a height of 5,000 feet. The 
lower slopes were clothed with birch, 
maple and other trees, higher up with 
[latches of willow, while the ground itself 
was 

ALMOST ENTIRELY UNDER SNOW. 

We killed a grouso, and found a place 
where a bear had recontly made himself 
a kind of shelter under a tree by pawing 
out a hollow, and had thrust aside and 
broken a branch measuring three inches 
in diameter. High overhead glimmered 
tho topmost crags of the mountain 
through the mist, and on account of snow 
nmoticina to inl] T deemod it advisable 
take the bearings of the lino of descent 
with a pocket compass. Presently we came 
ajross three broad deep tracks, ploughed 
up through the snow by three bears that 
had recently descended valleywards; deep 
me3 across the whiteness of the snow- 
belds in zigzag, while snowballs and 
miniature avalanches that had become 
piled up on either tide during their 
s niggles through the yielding element 
had fallen, rolled and slid away li<e foam 
bjneath the bows of a ship. These must 
have been ponderous as bullocks, for 
though it. was afternoon we stepped gin- 
erly and lightly upon the same snow 
and it, held us up with' ul allowing us to 
sink more than a couple of niches 
withi ut Bnowshooa, while lower 
where 1 came ncroes their 
ain on the bare earth, 
descending, tho impressions of 
iws ha I sunk deep even into the 
tlf. In the remoter distance southeast, 
could be seen the Chilcat lake, over the 
ow range of timbered hills below, but 
though a few days previously it had ap- 
peared as a shoot of pure snow, it, now- 
showed nothing but blue-green water, 
wrinkled by wind storms sweeping across 
it. Along the base of Alt,. Clave we 
found bear paths pitted with deep foot- 
holes regular as a chessboard, for Bruin 
or ancient Ephraitn is tho chief road- 
maker of Alaska. In the evening the 
vapors lifting disclosed the semicircle of 
snow-peaks at the head of the valley, tho 
lower sh pes streaked with snow in in- 
numerable ravines resembling the design 
on a zebra skin, fading away into the 
westerly-drifting cloud. The vivid green 
cotton wo ds faced the Klaheena like a 
lino of sentinels, while the valley-bottom 
was strewn with trees partially buried by 
the gravel amongst the glittering chan- 
nels of tho river, which seen from the 
mountain had appeared capable of being 
stepped across dry shod, but when one 
stood by tho margin of its chief branches, 
the lierco rush and frigidity of tho water 
made it seem an uncomfortable stream to 
have anything to do with, yet teeming 
throughout the summer with countless 
myriads of salmon.

Temperature of Trees— ronj-ovity of Klo- 
- {tUaiiU— Relation ur Plants to Soil— 
1 Structure of Pulpy Fruits

Temperature of Trees.— From sonm 
observations recorded by Mr. I[. L. Itus- 
solintho Botanical Gazetto, it ippoara 
that as a gonoral rule tho temperature 
of tho interior of a troo is somewhat 
higher than that of tho air, except dur- 
ing tho warmer parts of the day. the 
maximum temperature of the air be- 
ing generally botween one and two p. 
m., and tho minimum between six and 
seven a. m. The comparative tables 
.show that boat Is absorbed and radiated 
more rapidly In the outer layers than in 
tho center. 

Experiments made at a time when the 
buds wore starting, in order to de- 
termine whether tho chemical action 
carried on in tho tissues {rives riso to 
heat, led to tho conclusion that it Is 
very doubtful whether tlio motabollio 
processes involved generate enough 
heat to influence theordinary thermom- 
eter. A curious difference, howevor, 
was discovered in tho wood of tho oak 
and pino in winter, the author having 
found that tho temperature of the pine 
was lower than that of the oak at all 
times excopt during the latter part of the 
night and early morning. This is at- 
tributed to tho thick coating 1 of the 
leaves on tho pine preventing absorp- 
tion of heat by tho trunk, since tho 
larch, which has similar wood, resem- 
bles tho oak rather than tho pino in the 
matter of temperature. Tho further 
conclusion is reached that the direct 
absorption of heat is the main cause of 
the high temperature of trees, and that 
it is largely dependent upon the charac- 
ter of the bark, smooth-barked trees be- 
ing warmer as a rule than thick-barked 
ones. 

Lon'okvity OF ELEPHANTS. — The journ- 
als of Ceylon have recently mentioned 
the death of an elephant that was well 
known on the island and had been seen 
by several generations of Englishmen, 
lie was called Sello and bad belonged 
to tho last of the Kings of ICandy. Do 
was ono of tho hundred elephants that 
were taken by the English Government 
in 1815, when the Kandyan Dynasty was 
overthrown. At this epoch the olophan t 
was said to be fifteen years old. If this 
is correct, he died a natural death at the 
age of eighty-nine years. 

Relation of Plants to Soil.— Mr. <;. 
Ville, in a paper read before the Acad- 
emy of Sciences of Paris, shows that 
tho composition of the soil influences 
plants in flvo principal characters, viz.: 
Tho stature," tho color, the amount of 
carotins and chlorophyl and the quan- 
tity of vegetation. A table is given 
showing the difference in stature and 
color of plants of the common hemp ac- 
cording to tho manure used, from which 
it is evident that this plant flourishes 
loast in soil without manure, next in 
manure without potash and in manure 
without nitrogen. The absence of lime 
and phosphate in the manure in tho 
case of hemp did not Interfere so large- 
ly with the color and stature of the 
plants. It would appear, therefore, 
that rich manure is essential, at loast, 
to tho development of foliage. 

Stkuctube op Pulpy Fhvjits. — To the 
Annals of Botany Mr. ,T. B. Farmer 
contributes an article in which, after 
pointing out tho very different sources 
of tho pulp in different fruits, ho gives 
detailed descriptions of its mode of for- 
mation in tho elder, dulcamara, black- 
berry and ivy. The term berry is 
usually applied to fruits in which 
the pulp or succulent tissue' is 
derived from the pericarp, but in I )aphno 
mozereon it is formed not only from the 
pericarp, but from the outer integument 
of tho seed also. In Citrus it is duo to 
hairs which spring into the ovarian 
cavities and become distended with 
fluid. In Vitia and Solanum Dulcamara 
the pulp is formed partly from the pla- 
centa and partly from tho pericarp. In 
the lattor, after fertilization of the 
ovary, the cells of the placenta grow 
out between the seeds, so as to give 
them the appearance of being sunk in 
it, and this growth is continued until 
met by a similar growtli from the peri- 
carp, so that the cavity of the ovary is 
then filled up with pulpy tissue. The 
outermost layor of cells of the ovules 
also undergo a change, their inner and 
sido walls becoming lignilled and the 
outer wall becoming mucilaginous and 
forming part of the mucilage of the 
pulp, just as it does in linseed, Tho red 
color of dul camara berrlog is duo to the 
appearance of a large numberof chromo- 
plastids derived from the chlorophyl 
granules. At the samo time that this 
formation takes place the starch in the 
fruit becomes changed to sugar.

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STREET IMPRU V EM ENTS. 

Ib tlio corporation bound to i>ay a pro- 
perty owner for improving liis property ? 
If tho city undertakes to improve n streo 
and by tho improvement it makes it gives 
an increased value to every foot of land 
fronting on that street, can any property 
owner come forward and say that tho im- 
provement lias caused him to incur some 
expense, and thorofore the city is bound 
to award hira compensation? It seems to 
us that very lo jse notions are en'ertained 
with respect to this mutter of betterment 
by some people. 

In the lirst place, when tho Corpora- 
tion proposes to make any (literati n in a 
street with respect to grading, straighten- 
ing, widening, and so forth, it should, 
before a stroke of work is dene, appraise 
the benefit or the injury to the properties 
to be affected by the change. It is quite 
possible tlmt tho benefit will be so great 
that tho property owner will ho re- 
quired to pay considerably towards the 
expense of the change. Of course 
if injury is to bo inflicted, the person 
suffering the injury should be c unpen- 
sated. Bat he should be required to 
show that he has really suffered damage, 
jnd that through no neglect, on his part. 
It seems to us perfectly absurd that a 
property owner should com pel tho city to 
pay him damages when it isverv clear that 
the improvement has increased the value 
of his property us n uliolu, But no one 
should bo in a position to take advantage 
of the city in this way, and, if a proper 
appraisement were mtido at the right 
time, the probability is that some who 
olairn damages would be required to con- 
tribute handeomaly to the est of the im- 
provement. 

In the United States this question of 
the justice of requiring the owners of 
property to con ributo towards local im- 
prwoinon's has been fully discussed. Mr. 
John Uae, in an article in a recent num- 
ber of the Nineteenth Century, says: 

"The judges have taken their stand on 
tho broad principle, that they who reap 
iv public work ought to

A New York j micro in deciding that 
several churches should contribute to- 
wards jmprovemon s that had been made 
in their neighborhood held that tho as- 
sessment was not a burden and was 
thorefi.ro no tax. "There is no incon- 
venience or hardship in it," said the 
judge, "and the maxim of tho law that he 
who feels the benelit ought to feel the 
burden also is perfectly consistent with 
tho interests and dictates of scionco and 
religion." 

Tho principle enunciated in the above 
quotations is beyond doubt sound and 
should be acted upon m all cases of street 
improvements. It muy be objected thai 
the improvements are made for the benelit 
of tlio whole community. That is quite 
true, but those who own property on the 
improved street derive a peculiar advan- 
tage from tho change, It increases the 
Tiluo of their property. They got all 
the benefit thai the rest of the commun- 
ity obtained and this increased value bo- 



Bides. It is, therefore, only fair that they 
should pay for this extra advantage 

We saw in a St. Paul newspaper, a 
few days ago, an appraisement of tho 
benefit and tho damage to property 
owners caused by some street improve- 
ment!, and wo noticed that where ono 
owner received compensation for damage 
at least ton woro required to pay for tho 
benefit received. If something like this 
woro done in this city, when new streets 
aro opened and old stroots graded and 
otherwise improved, the ratepayers would 
not, wo venturo to say, bo ever called 
upon to pay damages to a citizon whoso 
property had on the whole been increased 
in value, and they would very seldom, in- 
deed, be forced to pay damages, for it is 
not often that damage is done to property 
by the improvement of tho street on 
which it is situated. This is a matter 
worthy tho most serious attention of the 
City Council. Tho precedents that have 
recently been made, unless a bettor sys- 
tem is adopted, may cost, the ratepayers 
a pretty penny. 

A COMPETENT CRITIC. 

The advocates of Henry George's 
theory of single tax are continually 
boasting that no writer on political 
economy, of any repute, has ventured to 
ett.ll in question tho soundness of George's 
system of social and political economy. 
They try to make it appear that any one 
who has the .audacity to object on either 
moral or economic grounds to Georges 
theories is a presumptuous fool, who does 
not understand what he is talking or 
writing about. They would have the 
people believe that Henry George's works 
are the only true fountain of economic 
truth, and that all men of knowledge and 
capacity how down before him and 
acknowledge him to be their master. 
There is, of course, no truth in this, but 
the disciples of George take it for granted 
that those whom they addross tire densely 
ignorant of what has been going on in the j 
world for the last twenty years or so, and ; 
consider themselves s.ife in, making tho ] 
most astounding assertions to the praise ' 
and glory of Henry George and his 
system. 

It so happens that tho man who of all 
men in America is most capable of esti- 
mating Henry George's theories at their 
true value has written a criticism on the 
single tax system. This man is the 
eminent economist and statistician Ed- 
ward Atkinson. In that criticism, in the 
July number of the Century Magazine, 
this able and well-informed man says of 
single tax : 

" If the single tax would be equitably 
assessed upon land and collected, and if 
it would only work all the benefit pre- 
dicted by making it possible for every 
one, first to secure a suitable piece of 
land, while secondly, also enabling all 
possessors of land to get a good living off' 
it, tho economic millennium would surely 
bo within sight, and every one would 
welcome it3 prophet.; BUT THE THEORY 
HAS NOT YET BEEN SUSTAINED BY ANY 
EVIDENCE OR CITATION* OF PACTS, Its 
alleged beneficent effect has NO hasi.s IN 
HISTORY OR IN PRACTICE J IT IS A PURE 
HYPOTHESIS, and the second and most 
important element has received little or 
no attention." 

Mr. Atkinson gives Mr. George all the 
credit he deserves for the attractive style 
in which ho clothes his thoughts. But 
he knows too much to be blinded by the 
glare of Henry (Jeorgo's rhetoric, which 
he says "is as conspicuous for its bril- 
liancy as it is for its UTTER want OF hams 
IN HISTORY, EXPERIENCE, FIGURES OR 
FACTS." lleie is an able and ail 
honest man who deliberately declares 
that George's speculations have no basis 
on experience or facts. Of course we 
know that this is mere assertion, and that, 
assertion is not argument; but we quote 
Mr. Atkinson's ..pinion of Go rge's 
theory to show the impudence 
and the untruthfulness of the 
men who say that all political 
economists of repute agree with Henry 
George, and that his aiL.Miiic.uts aro un- 
answerable. In the opinion of his wor- 
loy are, indeed, unanswerable. 



States a number of froo and in- 
dependent electors who aro jealous 
of Britain's commercial supremacy, and 
who bitterly and blindly hate England 
and everything English. These politi- 
cians may know how the citizens of the 
Great Republic feel, but it is certain that 
they do not understand the people of 
Great Britain. Tho English see clearly 
that tho policy of trade retaliation is un- 
sound. They have, for tho last forty 
years and more, boon told by a certain 
cltiBs of economists that ihoy tiro fools to 
trade freely with those who do their best 
to shut out their manufactured products. 
But they have not changed their policy. 
They hnvu perhaps too readily gone into 
wars big and little, but they have novor 
yielded to the temptation to wage a war 
of tai ill's. This they consider the most 
foolish and tho most suicidal of idl wars. 
They have kept their ports open to all 
nations without regard to the commercial 
policy they have pursued. They have 
been blamed for this, but they have 
nevertheless gone on prospering. 

Great Britain by pu suing a policy 
which many consider spiritless and ad- 
verso to the interests of whole classes of 
her population, 1ms become the greatest 
commercial nation that tho world lias 
ever seen. Her commerce has spread in 
all directions. Hor merchant marine is, 
f ir and away, greater than the richest of 
her rivals. Capital has kept on accumu- 
lating in the country until she has become 
the greatest of the world's lenders and in- 
vestors. Countries which exclude Iter pro- 
ducts are glad to admit her gold. 

The policy which Great Britain lias 
pursued for nearly half a century and 
which has produced such wondi if ill re- 
sults, is evidently the one best suited to 
her circumstances, and she is not likely 
to change it because the United States 
threatens to increase its duties on British 
manufactures. If she tried the " lex 
tal ion is " a d imposed a heavy duty on 
United States and Canadian bread- 
stuffs, cattle and provisions, be- 
cause the-.o countries have seen 
tit to impose heavier duties on 
the products of her factories, she would 
not increase her trade with those countries 
and she would make the bread .and the 
meat of her people dear. This would be 
cutting off her nose to spite her face, 
which is an operation she is hardly 
simp'e enough to perform. 

There tire what are called "fair traders" 
in Great Britain, but thoY form but a 
very small fraction of tho British people. 
They make a noise altogether dispropor- 
ti ned to their numbers and their influ- 
ence, but John Bull preserves the even 
tenor of his way altogether regardless of 
their clamor. Ho may bo depended upon for 
doing, in all matters relating to trade and 
commerce, what is best calculated to 

maintain and advance bis own interests, 
altogether regardless of lha course which 
his neighbors, near and remote, may see 
fit to take. In commerce, he k. own 
neither friendship nor resentment — so 
this talk in tho United Suites about 
British retaliation is nothing better than 
mere babble.

ABANDONED. 

The Steamer Sardonyx Proves a Total Loss- 
lb. turn of tho Louise from the North. 

More than ordinary interest was felt in 
the arrival of tho .steamer Princess Louise, 
which returned from Northern ports ut noon 
yesterday, as sbo brought down us pas- 
sengers the captain and crew of the wrecked 
steamship Sardonyx, all hopes of whose 
salvation have now been abandoned. The 
rocks, which brought the Sardonyx low, 
warned the Louise not to come too near 
when she visited the wreck on the down 
trip. She accordingly anchored about two 
miles from the scene, and dipt. John 
Irving, Mr. Collister, Government inspector 
of hulls, and Rev. James Allen, of Winni- 
peg, with a few of the Louise's crew, cm- 
harked in a row boat for Sardonyx rock. 
They found the vessel still standing on mi 
uvon keel, tho rock which pierced her 
bottom holding her as on a pivot. It was 
at low tide and almost the whole hull was 
out of water. The pilot house was still 
standing in skeleton but otherwise the deck 
was bare. Every compartment below was 
a wrack, both of the waves and the thieving 
Indians— even the doors were wrenched 
from their hinges and gone. Nothing that 
could be carried away remained, and so no 
effort was made to secure anything about 
the ship except a few pieces ol 
wooil and a life - preserver, which 
were carried a way in triumph by the relic 
hunters. It is thought that iL will be im- 
possible even to secure the machinery, as a 
wrecking steamer would hesitate to risk 
destruction on the rocks hedging the Sar- 
donyx about. The captain and crew who 
remained with their lost ship as long as 
they bad any hope of saving her, made the 
Indian huts at Skidegale their temporary 
home.

AFTER MANY DAYS 

The Sealing Schooner Carmelite Arrives from 
Cape Breton, 207 Days (tut. 

After many anxious days of watching, the 
eyes of those most interested in tho tirrivul 
of the British schooner Carmolito were 
gladdened yesterday morning by her ap- 
pearance in the harbor, which she entered 
at about ■! o'clock, weather beaten and 
biokcn, but still sound as when she first 
took the water. Her sides are almost bar- 
ren of paint, one of her top-masts is gone, 
and in other points sbo shows the scars of 
a long, bard battle with Neptune in an 
angry mood. 

Leaving Sydney, C.13., on December 14th 
she made a fairly good run down to the 
Horn, and then for upwards of fifty days 
failed to make a mile. She was "hovo-to" 
most of the time, drifting to leeward, and in 
one day as much as 140 miles wus lost. The 
monotony of drifting was three or four times 
varied by heavy gales. One of them split 
the mainsail; another sprung the bowsprit, 
tore away the fore stay sail, and did other 
minor damages; while tho third carried oil' 
the fore-top mast and worked havoc with 
the running gear. In each caseCapt. Cutler 
proved equal to the rmergonoy. He made 
good his damages as quickly and thoroughly 
as possible, ami came to the scratch again 
us nimbly as ever. 

Owing to his misfortunes he 
to milk., us good time as he won 
have done after leaving the Hi 
He made no call fur water or 
though both were running short, and coin 
pletcd bis long trip with everybody on short 
allowance. There was plenty of moat 
aboard, and plenty of salt; also a barrel of 
flour. Otherwise the larder was empty. 
Four turtles, caught near the line, formed 
l he greater part of the rations on the up 
trip. 

As it is now almost too lato to do any- 
thing in the sealing, the Curmolito may not 
depart for Heht'ing s Sea this year. All will 
depend upon the partners of Capt. Hackctt, 
ihe principal shareholder, who are over tho 
Sound. Whatever the orders are, they will 
probably reach here to-morrow. A crew 
aas engaged for the Carmolito about two 
months ago, but her non-arrival compelled 
ihe men to ship in other outgoing sealers. 

Mel- 
ville Cutler commands, was built in Liverpool 
N.S., in 1888, and registered there. She is

QUEEN CITY LAUNDRY. 

Iimuiriita ion id' the New Enterprise -Numer- 
ous Visitors Inspect the Machinery 
and Appointments. 

The new Queen City Steam Laundry, 
which lias been established on Port street, 
was yesterday formally inaugurated in 
ori'sence of continuous streams ol visitors — 
ladies and gentlemen alike — who had been 
attracted liy the announcement that the 
machinery was of the newest and latest 
description, und that nothing but whi'o 
labor would bi mployed, The concern is 
now thorough . 'quipped, and has an aver- 
age capacity ..i .5,000 pices per day, which 
can be inatoriully increased according to 
the Hize and description of the articles 
handled. There an sonic half dozen women 
and about eight men engaged upon the 
washing, while there are arrangements for 
mending articles that happen to have got 
out of repair. There are in use two of 
Dolph's automatic washing machines, one 
of which can deal with lot) Blurts per hour, 
ami the other with as many as 175. 

Ill the process of washing there is no such 
thing ns rubbing, and, in consequence, no 
wear and tear upon t he clothes, on this ac- 
count, tlie cleansing being effected by the 
constant dripping of wutef upon the arti- 
cles. Roth water and steam pipes are con- 
nected with each machine, No chemicals 
are employed and I be soap used is of Mr. 
Pendruy's manufacture Of that of the Vic- 
toria Soup Works. There are 100 racks up- 
on which the clothes are dried. They are 
then taken to an 84-iltoh mangel, while 
those which require ironing are dealt with 
by machinery, the work of "touching them 
up" being done by' women, whose irons are 
heated by gas. The laundry bus a very 
convenient, otlice on the premises, branches 
having been opened on Yates street and 
Trounce avenue, all with telephonic connec- 
tions, The principal employes have bcon 



brought from the other side tho line, one 
from San Francisco urd another from 
Seattle. It is said that clothes can bo sent 
to the laundry and cleaned and pressed 
as well as by any tailor. The im- 
proved wringer which is here used, is capa- 
ble of drying articles within about two 
minutes, the entiro plant being of the best 
and most effectual. Clothing is collected 
and delivered by the laundry, and in this 
all due expedition is used, the drivers 
having been selected for their carefulness 
and sobriety. Messrs. C. F. Roland anil 
W. M. Smith (Roland and Smith) are pro- 
prietors of tho new establishment.

Diseases Following in the Train of 
Progressing Civilization. 



All About Railroad Kldnoy, Telephone 
Tinnitus, EAectrlcal Sun-Stroke, Tole- 
«ooplo Eye nml Numorbuii Other 
New-Fangieil Ailment*. 

As every pleasure in life brings its 
corresponding pain or bitterness! so it 
may bo said that every civilized aid to 
existence devised for human kind de- 
velops an agency for introducing new 
ills to torment alike suitering flesh and 
tho yKsculapian brain. The invention 
of steam locomotion, telegraph and tele- 
phone instruments, electric lighting and 
various time and labor-saving machines, 
while adding so much to public comfort 
and convenience, have also brought into 
existence curious diseases, which, ac- 
cording to Hie 'Times and Register, form 
interesting contributions to medical 
science, all hough less interesting and 
more expensive to the sulTorinR victim. 
Hail road spine, or railroad shock, an 
affection unknown before travel by rail 
became so common. has been a 
familiar malady for some time; 
but, one more recent is rail- 
road kidney, a disease not unlike 
Bright' 8 disease, but of nervous origin, 
due to concussions received on rail- 
roads; There is a disturbance of the 
general system, especially of the func- 
tions of the kidneys, the symptoms dis- 
appearing when the sufferer loaves his 
regular work. The overuse of the 
tol phone produces a curious disease, in 
some respects a form of asemu.-.ia. a 
volitional overstraining of certain 
puvvors by which we perceive spoken 
words when wo can nol soo tho speaker 
or perceive his gestures or thu move- 
ment of his lips, thus creating confusion 
of ideas, general nervousness and lack 
of BOlf-control. Certain of the senses 
aro developed at the expense of others, 
tho natural equilibrium being unbal- 
anced. Telephone tinnitus, aural over- 
pressure, is caused by the constant 
strain of the auditory apparatus in per- 
sons who use the t- lophone continually, 
the ear becoming intolerant of the 
tinkle of tho bell. The symptoms 
are buzzing noises in the ear, dizziness, 
neuralgic, pains, and, in some instances, 
a sub-inflammatory condition of the 
mcmbrana tympani. The telegraphers' 
cramp and the professional akinesia are 
of the same order of affections as the 
writers' cramp or the violinists' cramp. 
Electrical sunstroke is an affection 
that attacks those who are exposed 
to tho intense rays of the electric 
arc used in fusing or welding 
metals, protection against this being 
afforded by wearing a mask of 
gray taffeta and gray eye-glasses. Op- 
thalmia photoolectrioa is an infhmuna- 
ti of the eye in persons employed 
i\l • electric lights, and is caused by 
looking at these brilliant lights at a 
short distance away. A succession of 
bright spots rapidly follow one another 
over the visual field, and at night then- 
is inability to look at light without 
pain and a profuse How of tears; the 
eyelids aro swollen ana movements of 
the eye painful. This lasts a few hours, 
and is succeeded by a feeling of pain- 
ful weariness. The ordinary telescopic 
vision is a disease by which the visual 
field is limited concentrically, and the 
sufferer can finally see nothing except 
that which is directly in front of his 
eye; this condition being due to lack of 
nutrition of tho retina or to some dis- 
ease of tho periphery. An affection of 
vision similar to the telescopic eye may 
also bo produced by the action of qui- 
nine Tho telescopic, eye peculiar to 
l ight-house keepers is a thickening and 
obliging of the bony walls of the 
irbit, caused by the persistent and re- 
peated pressure at the end of the tel- 
escope upon the surroundings of 
tin? eye, inducing a chronic, form 
of periostitis or ostitis: the eye 
gradually protruding, hut not becoming 
uivopie or astigmatic. The divers' 
bends is a new form of caisson disease, 
which attacks tho victim on his return 
to tho open air with nervous prostra- 
tion. The cavities connected with the 
nasal passages are obstructed in some 
• cases completely while the men are at. 
work, and in some cases extreme deaf- 
ness has been induced. The sufferers 
often reel and stagger like drunkards, 
and sometimes are affected with partial 
paralysis. Electricity has 1 used 
with success for the treatr.e I .his 
disease. Civilized indulgent' n van- 
ities have also contributed t i, ■ share 
of the diseases that afflict • 10 i :odern 
world. Tight shoes, by coi .• :i:ig tin- 
nerves of the foot, have ere, ,-d ••Mor- 
ton's toe." Then the tennis elbow and 
base-hall shoulder tell their own story; 
while chronic catarrh is in a large num- 
ber of cases said to bo due to cigarette 
throat, the result of smoking the much- 
condemned but still favorite cigarette. 
Inventive genius is still at work improv- 
ing tho arts and sciences, and so the de- 
mon of disease, ever on the alert, will 
doubtless swoop down with his at- 
tendant ills to the end of time, keeping 
progress witli the march of civilization. 

Tin, Preaoher'H Encomium* 
There recently died a man who had 
for years kept a drug store in Medford. 
lie was respected, and when death came 
it, was natural that his funeral should 
be largely attended. The clergyman 
thought it wise, as a part of the funeral 
service, to say a good word for hint, lie 
spoke of him as invariably honest in his 
dealings, and as being especially skilled 
in his profession. "I always trailed at 
his store, - ' he continued, "and it is hut 
lust to say that he always recognized my 
cloth." Whether this was said as an 
expression of gratitude for past favors 
in special discounts or as a hint to the 
deceased druggist's successor no one 

knows. 

Caused iiy Tlulit Collars, 
Dr. Forster, director of the Ophthal- 
mic University at Imsslau, has figured 
out a connection between tight collars 
and short-sightedness. He alleges that 
in three hundred cases that have come 
under his attention the eyesight had 
been affected by tho pressure of such 
collars upon tho muscles of the neck, 
disturbing tho circulation of blood to

TEXAS PONY PRACTICE. 

Hh Performance by Scliool-ciilldreii in 
the Lone Star State. 

Dishonest college students aro much 
addicted to the use of "ponies." But 
theso "ponios" aro translations of tho 
classics, which the boys stealthily con- 
sult, instead of getting out their lessons 
by hard work. Bony practice by the 
school-children of the Southwest is more 
literal — a good deal more honorable. A 
correspondent of the New York World 
says: At .Manor. Tex., in that sparse- 
ly settled country along the line of tin 
Houston and Texas Central railway, 1 
camo to a large wood-colored building 
surrounded by a caravan of horses.

Truly we have always found you a father 
in God, when your sympathy and succor 
proved you a friend in need.'' 

Mra. Hall, on behalf of the mission- 
aries' wives, presented Mrs. Ridley with 
a silver fruit stand and the following ad- 
dress: " In loving memory after your 
residence of ten years in our midst, dur- 
ing which, by God's grace, you were per- 
mitted to carry on, in the midst of adverse 
circumstances, duties beneficial i o nil of 
us, particularly in the help l-'ivcil in 
translations, The example taught us 
shall always remain, and we hope and 
cwnlidenrly believe the future will bring 
a fulfilment, of the promise 'They ihat 
sow iii tears shall real) in joy."" 

Rev. Mr. Brown, of Fort Essington, 
on behalf of the laity of the diocese, road 
i ho following address : " We, the un- 
dersigned, in behalf of those interested 
in the welfare ami prosperity of your 
Lordship's diocese, desire to exp-ess our 
respect and esteem tor you and Mra. 
Ridley, and congratulate your Lordship 
on the success attending the work over 
which, by Divine providence, yon were 
opportunely appointed overseer. Time 
has testified to die consistent course pur- 
sued by your Lordship at a time when 
fierce oppositio n assailed your Christian 
endeavors, and your enemies of the past 
are to-day converts to your uniform con- 
victions, except, a few individuals who 
never were faithful children of the 
church. Though small the tokens we 
offer compared with the gratitude accom- 
panying them, we beg their accep ance 
by you and Mrs. Ridley, hoping they 
may in years to come recall to memory 
those who appreciate good men of heart, 
greatness of mind and manliness to a 
degree under such pernicious tre.tinont 
as that to which Mrs. Ridley was also 
subjected." " 

This statement was endorsed by the 
leading laity of the diocese, including the 
iS. P. (i. missionaries. Rev. Mr. Br wn 
then formally presented life-sized crayon 
portraits of His Lordship and Mis. Rid- 
ley, at the same time stating that friends 
outside the diocese, including the Metro- 
politan of British Columbia, had fully en- 
dorsed the sentiments of the address in 
written words thus : "It is difficult to 
appreciate sufficiently the good work of 
your excellent bishop. Very few in his 
"position have had lo endure so much 
worry, opposition, calumny, and even 
danger of life, through misconduct and bit- 
terness in quart ora where support and loy- 
alty is a bounded duty." 

His Lordship replied : Ladies and 
gentlemen, you have taken me 
by surprise. 1 say this without 
affectation. That you were about to 
>how me some nvrk of confidence I had 
been made aware; but I had not the 
slightest hint that you were about to pre- 
sent these three addresses and those very 
valuable tokens of your esteem and affec- 
tion. It seems like realizing a vision of 
impossibilities. It is in fact a sign of the 
victory of truth and liberty over heresy 
and tyranny. It is a glad celebration of 
triumph on the battle lield. On this 
point of land has been fought out a battle 
that has won not only religious but also 
civil liberty. The addresses are full of 
references lo the long and painful con- 
flict. But, fortius 1 should not now even 
allude to the defeat of those who former- 
ly terrorized over this North-west coast. 
That is now a thing of the past, and with 
right good will and pleasure I shall still 
try to forget it except, to thank God for 
present freedom and the concord that 
happily prevails. Very few at the lime 
realized the true nature of the Btruggle. 
The general public believed me to be 
animated by merely ecclesiastical ambi- 
tion. The victoria newspapers, with one 
exception, were unsparing in vitupera- 
tion. Only you living in the district (in- 
cluding -a small band of much abused 
Indians) knew the actual state of the 
case, . nd my memory will ever gratefully 
retain the pleasant recollection of sym- 
pathy and oilers of personal assistance in 
many an hour of real peri'. I was not 
much surpiized thai some churchmen 
counselled me to give up the unequal 
struggle, though history might have 
convinced them that much more formid- 
able obstacles tj human progress had 
again and again been overcome by a de- 
termined faith in the ultimate triumph of 
truth. They left out of their calcula- 
tions the tact id' an overruling Divi' e 
Providence, This was my sheet anchor 
by which I was held secure amid years of 
turmoil and distress. Let mc heartily 
thank you for these precious tokens of 
your affectionate regard for myself and 
Mrs. Ridley. Sho has borne the biunt 
of difficulties that she oiten thought in- 
superable. Now, there is peace, unity 
and concord for which on her account, 
even more than for my own and yours, 
I humbly thank Almighty God. From 
extreme exhaustion our church has 
grown into strength and a force that lias 
to be reckoned wn h by all around. The 
transformation has been marvellously 
quick. Wo are a compact and united 
body of ten clergy, besides native teachers, 
and the aig#of success are so manifest 
that from several quarters come persis- 
tent crios for amalgamation. Sixteen 
years ago there was bitter antipathy be- 
tween tlio first settled missionaries and | Hides, 
those then aunt for the first time by 
another denomination. That ceased when 
the schism happened, and the insignifi- 
cant ba id of faithful churchmen had to 
bear tlio double force of antagonism. 
The power to crush us has passed away, 
and I also hope the will has gone with it. 
Rivalry must con inue, but nut hostility. 
Friction may bo unavoidable, but, I 
trust, will diminish year by year until 
Christian good-will prevail. I accept 
t iubo token of your confidence and offec 



FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

According to MoBsrs. It. G. Dun & 
Co. 's lust review of trade there wore 
fewer failures in Canada, during the last 
six months than there were for tlio cor- 
responding six mouths of 188FJ. More- 
over, on the whole, the lust three months 
of 181)0 showed a less number of failures 
with smaller liabilities than did the pre- 
ceding three months. Tlio totals wore : 
first three months, (530 failures, liabilities 
§5,485,570; second three inou lis, S(j'J 
failures, liabilities 85,029,291. British 
Columbia, however, was an exception to 
the rule, since, whereas in Hie three 
months ending April 1st, she hid 8 
failures, with §;l-l,800 liabilities; in the 
lust three m nths tb ro were 15 failures, 
liabilities $73,622, or more than double the 
amount. It is worthy of note, too, 
that the province of Quebec, though it 
had 01 less failures during the three 
months, increased >he liability from 
$2,443,466 to §3,704,67?). On the con- 
trary, Ontario reduced the liabilities of 
the three months from $2,451,233 to 
§900,407. 

In local financial circles there is but 
little to record. There has been n fail 
demand for money which continues 
plentiful, conditional upon good security 
being offered. Financiers are, however, 
still nervous about risking their icsonrcoa 
upon anything precarious or uncertain, 
t)n good security, funds can be had at 
8 to 10. According to latest advices, 
there have been very few fea- 
tures in Canadian securities in England 
I) minion Governments are unchanged, 
Grand Trunks havo continued dull, but, 
apart, from i he second preferences, the 
loss has been trilling. Canadian Pactiic 
shares have scarcely moved. Bank of 
British North America has maintained 
the advance to 80; British Columbia I 
steady at 30, and Hudson's Bay firmer I 
at 20. 

For the four months (January to April) 
the gross earnings of tho Canadian Pacific 
It. R. w.-re $4,236,000, and tho ueteurn- 
ings $1,123,000; while in tho same period 
of .1880 there were gross earnings of 84,- ] 
008,000, and net earnings of $1,069,000. ' 

[n groceries there is considerable he- 
ilip; done, sugar being in active demand 
at the advance recorded som • time back. 
Talis article is the more in request be- 
cause of the advent ot the preserving sea- 
son. Teas and coffees urn quiet and 
steady, they being the staples 
that are always wanted and hold 
their juice, the latter particularly 
in view of the manner in which specula- 
tors are at a 1 times accustom d to carry 
on their manipulations. Flour is ationg, 
with an upward tendency because of the 
strong advices from outside points. Pro- 
visions do not show any change save that 
they are well held. Rice is steady with 
short stocks at the points of production 
and distribution. Fruits have n tend ncy 
to dearness for the timo of the year, be- 
cause of the failure of Some descriptions 
at the East, while the stocks of canned 
g ods are on the whole smaller than for 
many years. 

Dry goods are not specially ac ive at 
the distributing points and merchants are 
not disposed to stock up between 
seasons, the more so as both cottons and 
woollens are regarded as high in value. 
The cotton crop is very promising. Sea- 
sonable goods would, as a matter of 
course, be in good request in view of the 
great amount of prosperi y, if people 
could only depend upqri the climatic con- 
ditions, bii as to be ablo to make up their 
minds as to whit to buy. Payments are 
on the average better. 

As is: he ease elsewlier,- tho iron and 
hardware trade is steady, buttltu business 
doing '8 not, very exteus.ve. Certain de- 
scriptions of farming tools and imple- 
ments are continually wanted, and 
builders' hardware is always in order. 

Meats of all descriptions are 
as usual wanted, aid i s the people can 
readily pay tor them they will have them. 
Lamb having become much more plenti- 
ful iscorrespon dngly lower, aa our table 
allows. 

Fish is for tho present scarcely as 
plentiful ; p- ices are firm, but when the 
sockeye run commences all descrip ions 
may be expected to be lower.
